Revenue Surplus 
Around $6,000,000 


The B.C. government revenue 
surplus during the 1947-48 fiscal 
year actually was about $6,000, 
000 more than that shown in the 
public accounts tabled in the Leg- 
islature this afternoon. 

The reason is that the govern- 
ment actually received only three 
6f its four quarterly payments 
from the federal government for 
rent of the income tax fields to 
the federal government. The 
three payments totaled $15,216, 
960 for the income tax fields, 
With the other federal grants the 
total paid was $16,220,400. 

The government had appar- 
expected to receive four 
payments for it budgeted for $21,- 
857,680. 

Actually, in the public accounts 
the surplus for the year is giown 
at 3,602,042
